The Michigan Senator, leading 
epublican spokesman for the 
bill, replied:

This world is in a state 
of restless flux; we cannot tell 
what the headlines on the front 
page will be day after tomon 
row. If the State Department 
was smart enough to have in its 
library a chart to cover its policy 
for the next year with respect to 
every country on earth, it would 
be a State Department entitled 
3 4 higher opinion than I have 
0 * 

No advocate of the bill replied 
to the charge that only two copies 
of the 33 existed. The of- 
ficial State Department spokes- 
man informed the Post-Dispatch 
that he knew of no such secret 
compilation. He guessed that the 
United States News might have 
been talking about a so-called 
“black book” started by Acheson 
during the Byrnes regime. 

This restricted document, he 
said, was a loose-leaf compilation 
of official reports and studies kept 
up to date and sent to State De- 
partment representatives in the 
field to keep them informed on 
current developments. This offi- 
cial explained that the Govern- 
ment, like every other govern- 
ment, had basic objectives which 
were naturally modified by chang- 
ing facts. 

He did not know how many 
copies of the book existed but said 
that it circulated among the 
assistant secretaries and heads of 
missions abroad. It represented, 
he said, policy thinking and not 
firm decisions, Like Wandenberg, 
he said that no one could fore- 
cast what conditions would be six

gist in the furnishing of reilef 
when needed and where needed.” 


Opposition Motives. 

The House opposition, as re- 
wealed by the debate, indicated 
that the motives were partisan- 
ship, economy and lack of faith in 
the State Department.

(Rep.), Michigan, who said that 
before considering relief for “any 
and all nations who may be in 
destitute circumstances” we 
ghould consider (1) what resources 
and substance we have at our dis- 
posal; (2) what do we need to

In the Senate two unofficial 
documents entered briefly in the 
debate. One was a portion of the 
Kiplinger Washington letter of

As to the estimated 10 to 15 
billions cost, the Kiplinger letter 
gaid the plan was “get it out of 
the Treasury ... although offi- 
cials are working on methods of 
covering up the appearance of 
deficit . . to make the aid seem 
sweeter." 

At the Treasury, the Post- 
Dispatch was told on the highest 
authority that the alleged plan 
was not known there and that no 
such figures had ever been men- 
tioned by the State Department 
er the White House. .

“The President, in his message 
to Congress on March 12, made it 
clear that our program of assist- 
ance at this time is limited to 
Greece and rkey. Any other 
cases in which American assist- 
ance may be requested will be 
carefully considered on their indi- 
vidual’ merits, and it is not to be 
assumed that our Government 
would necessarily furnish the 
same kind of assistance to any 
other nation. If, however, a simi- 
lar situation should arise else- 
where, the Congress will have full 
opportunity to consider whether 
financial aid should be extended 
in that case.”

Bureau $9,611,000 of $23,000,000 it 
had asked for for work next year

The Reclamation Bureau is con- 
cerned chiefly with irrigation. 
Flood control and navigation as- 
pects of the valley development 
program are now the res sibil- 
ity of the Army Engineers. The 
Army’s budget has not yet 
emerged from committee, but, if 
the Reclamation Bureau’s experi- 
ence is any guide, its civilian ac- 
tivities, such as flood control and 
navigation, are likely to be se- 
verely curtailed. 

Addressing the Senate as he in- 
troduced his new MVA bill, Mur- 
ray said hearings on previous 
measures had shown that efforts 
of the Army Engineers to control 
floods in the valley had been 
futile, Not only the Army Engi- 
neers and Bureau of Reclamation 
were at work in the valley, he 
said, but also the Federal Power 
Commission, Bureau of Mines, 
Agriculture Department, and the 
Fish and Wild Life Service, with 
the result that these and other 
federal agencies with lesser in- 
terest there often worked at 
cross purposes.

Asking G.M. to make its 11%- 
cent offer immediately effective if 
it accepts arbitration, the union 
negotiators suggested turning the 
matter over to a three-man board, 
the third member to be appointed 
by President Truman if the two 
parties cannot agree.

WASHINGTON, April 24 (AP)— 
President Truman said today legis-

WASHINGTON, April 24 (AP)— 
The White House said today that 
President Truman’s “mistake veto,” 
would be “rectified” but that the 
method for undoing it is yet un- 
certain. 

Presidential Press Secretary 
Charles G. Ross told reporters: I 
don't think any great damage has 
been done. i don't know who 
made the mistake, Somebody's 
face is probably red.” 

The vetoed bill would have con- 
firmed special powers on counsel 
for the Senate Defense Investigat- 
ing Committee and cleared the 
way for the President’s good 
friend, former Democratic Sena- 
tor Burton K. Wheeler, to take a 
job with the committee as special 
counsel, 

Truman vetoed it yesterday. He 
said it was too broad and would 
give the special counsel some of 
the Department of Justice powers. 
Then it developed that he was 
mistaken—that legislation of that 
nature has been passed many 
times. Once was when Truman 
was a senator and wanted for the 
defense committee, which he then 
headed, the same powers now 
asked for. 

Ross made clear that Truman 
had simply acted on someone else’s 
advice. He said every bill went 
through a routine before reaching 


the President and that in the case 
of the current one, “somewhere 
along the line somebody made a 
mistake—I don't really know how 
it happened.“ 

When the mistake came to light, 
White House advisers cast about 
for some way in which the Presi- 
dent could “un-veto” the Dill.

Senator Hatch (Dem.), New 
Mexico, spent hours ‘trying to un- 
snarl the situation last night. He 
finally told reporters the parlia- 
mentarians are right. 

He said there seems to be only 
two ways to get around Truman’s 
“mistake” veto. (1) Have Congress 
override the veto, or (2) Ask Con- 
gress to pass a new measure cov- 
ering the same ground. 

The bill in question was to 
exempt Wheeler from statutes 
which forbid Senate employes to 
have other employment. 

Wheeler, former Senator from 
Montana, is a practicing lawyer 
in Washington. He did not want 
to give up his private interests 
while investigating charges that 
the Navy paid excessive prices 
for Persian Gulf oil during war- 
time. 

Truman’s veto message said the 
bill was so worded that it “might 
be interpreted” as granting au- 
thority to Wheeler “to initiate 
civil or criminal proceedings on 
behalf of the United States.” 

Since such proceedings are a 
Justice Department function, Tru- 
man said, he was confident Con- 
gress did not intend Wheeler to 
have such authority. 

Wheeler told a reporter there 
must have been a White House 
“mix-up” since Truman signed an 
identical resolution in December 
1945, in connection with the Sen- 
ate-House Pearl Harbor investiga- 
tion.

CANADIAN BANK ROBBERS GET 
POSSIBLE $250,000 IN LOOT 


TORONTO, April 24 (AP) — 
Three robbers escaped last night 
with loot which a bank officer 
said might total $250,000, after a 
robbery of a branch of the Royal 
Bank of Canada, 

Clad in blue overalls, their 
heads and faces covered with 
black masks, the robbers bound 
and gagged the caretaker, his 
wife, his daughter and a visitor, 
after breaking into his third-floor 
apartment in the bank building. 

One robber was left there on 
guard. The others took keys from 
the caretaker, Duncan M. Stuart, 
entered the bank's safety deposit 
vault, and smashed open about 80 
boxes. They still were working 
when a friend of the Stuarts 
called at the apartment. He was 
seized and bound by the guard. 
Three hours after the robbers 
left, the caretaker's wife managed 
to break her bonds and summon 


WOULD END LIABILITY OF AUTO 
DRIVER FOR NON-PAYING GUEST 


JEFFERSON CITY, April 24 
(UP)—Ralph Erdwin, (Rep.), Con.

state Senate today to exempt 
drivers of automobiles from lia- 
bility in case of death or injury 
of a non-paying guest riding in 
their vehicles.

Only if an operator of a vehicle 
was deliberately careless would a 
guest have grounds for a legal 
suit, under terms of the measure,

Lines Reported Cut. 

Telephone company officers re- 
ported that lines had been cut in 
Missouri, Tennessee, Mississippi, 
Kentucky, California, South Caro- 
lina. Michigan, Wisconsin, Okla- 
homa, Texas, Maryland and Flor- 
ida. . 
Rewards of $1000 for the con- 
viction of saboteurs were posted 
by companies in Milwaukee and 
Louisville and one of $500 in Co- 
lumbia, S.C. In Detroit, union 
and company officers offered $500 
each. The union said it “un- 
equivocably condemns” such acts. 

‘The United Press reported the 
unaffiliated Pennsylvania Federa- 
tion of Telephone Workers an- 
gounced today its 6000 members in 
maintenance and plant depart- 
ment of the Bell Telephone Co. of 
Pennsylvania would go on strike 
at 7 am. tomorrow. The strike 
call was issued at a meeting of 
the union's executive board, which 
was authorized by the membership 
last week to order the walkout 
when it deemed it necessary.)

Tobey declared that when he 
was a member of a subcommittee 
on interstate commerce five years 
ago, when Truman was chairman, 
Snodgrass appeared before the 
subcommittee as RFC counsel to 
urge favorable action on extension 
of bankruptcy legislation affecting 
railroad reorganizations. Tobey 
alleged that, although at the time 
of the appearance of Snodgrass 
he already had agreed to go to 
work for the Baltimore &. Ohio,

Calls on Food Industry 
to Set Ceilings. 


NEW YORK, April 24. (UP)— 
Samuel Slotkin, president and 
chairman of the board of Hy- 
grade Food Products Corp., fifth 
largest meat packer in the na- 
tion, urged the food industry to- 
day to set ceilings and floors on 
its own prices or open the door 
for government price regulation 
to prevent inflation and inevitable 
depression.

3. Agreement on a financial re- 
port of newly internationalized 
Trieste. 

The big difficulty, Marshall told 
the reporters, was the attempt to 
reconcile the immediate wants of 
European peoples with long range 
plans for a treaty that would be 
lasting. 

“I am planning to make a public 
Lstatemient on the results of the 
conference as quickly as possible 
upon my arrival in the United 
States,” he said. “If I arrive on 
Saturday evening as planned, I 
will make a statement on Sunday 
or Monday at the latest.” 

It was understood Marshall's 
statement would be in the form of 
a broadcast to the American peo- 
ple.

Molotov Again Criticizes U. 8. 

In one of the Main speeches of 
the final session Russian Foreign 
Minister V. M. Molotov again ac- 
cused the United States of block- 
ing progress on the four-power 
German disarmament treaty by 
refusing to accept Soviet amend- 
ments. He said the American at- 
titude suggested that the United 
States was trying to enforce its 
will on other countries. 

Such an effort, he declared, 
would not succeed. At the same 
time he promised that Russia 
would direct its efforts toward 
seeking some kind of agreement 
on a four-power treaty on Ger- 
many. .

BUYER AND GROWER 
ACCUSE ARGENTINA 
OF TRADE SQUEEZE 


BUENOS AIRES, April 24 (AP) 
Argentina has a state trading 
program, particularly for dealing 
in grains, which is wringing an- 
guished screams for pocketbooks 
both at home and abroad. 

At home, the growers complain 
that the Government buys their 
wheat and corn and linseed for 
less than the world price. Since 
only the Government can export, 
there is no other market for the 
vast amounts which usually go 
abroad. The Government sets its 
own price. The er can sell 
to the Government for that price 
or he can let the grain rot in the 
field. 

Abroad, such grains buyers as 
Britain figure that if the Argen- 
tine Government were not getting 
a profit, they could buy cheaper. 

Nobody in the Government is 
making any secret about the prof- 
its. Miguel Miranda, head of the 
Central Bank and credited with 
drafting the squeeze, told a Brit- 
ish newspaper that Argentina 
made $192,000,000 on its sale of 
vegetable oils last year. Independ- 
ent figures are that the profit on 
the deal was about 100 per cent 
that the Government got as 
much as the rs. ‘ 

The Argentine Government's 
view is that Argentina has to pay 
more for what it imports and that 
the Government pays enough to 
cover the cost of production and 
give the grower a fair profit.

Financier Says Attack by Industry, Labor

George W. Warnecke, New York 
building financier, said he believed 
co-operation of industry and labor 
in an attack on cost factors could 
effect a 30 per cent reduction in 
the present price for construction. 

He predicted the current slump 
in new building would last six 
months. We're going to lose this 
building year,” he said. 

Many New Homes Empty. 

A large investment syndicate re- 
ported thousands of newly con- 
structed one and two-family homes 
standing idle on Long Island in the 
New York metropolitan area, and 
added, “this is true everywhere in 
the United States except the West 
Coast.” 

However, apartment projects of 
the Metropolitan Life Insurance 
Co., capable of housing 12,490 fam- 
ilies in New York are proceeding 
on schedule and may even be 
completed ahead of time with fill 
occupancy assured, company rep- 
reBentatives said. 

The National Committee on 
Housing, voluntary organization 
devoted to problems of housing 
and community planning, in its 
annual report this week described 
the situation this way: “Sales 
housing is being priced out of its 
market. The $10,000 or $12,000 
house is too expensive for vet- 
erans and others of modest means, 
and too small to suit the family 
that can afford that price. 
Builders. fear to build rental 
units at today’s costs when those 
same units may have to compete 
five years from now with new 
units built at lower cost.” 

Delays in Industrial Building. 

Post ponements are reported 
also in many industrial construc- 
tion programs. Here not only the 
cost factor is involved—there is 
evidence also that some industrial 
programs projected last year are 
being reviewed in the light of 
changed economic prospects. 

As against forecasts of more 
than $20,000,000,000 of construction 
activity this year, here is what 
the latest reports are showing: 

During the first two weeks of 
April construction contracts let in 
37 state reporting to F. W. Dodge 
Corp., fact-finding organization 
for the industry, fell nearly $90,- 
000,000 short of the total for the 
same period a year ago. For resi- 
dential contracts alone the decline 
was more than $32,500,000. 

The sharp reversal of trend was 
emphasized by the fact that in the 
first three 1947 months awards 
established a first-quarter record. 

Drop in Building Permits, 


building permits in 215 cities for 
the first quarter of 1947 showed a 
decline of about a third in dollar 
volume from the similar period a 
year ago. March permits, how- 
ever, were 40.7 per cent above 
those of February.

Warnecke said mortgage lenders 
currently. were becoming con- 
cerned over the expenses of con- 
struction, and were holding down 
their appraisals.

The bill will be introduced in 
the Board of Aldermen tomorrow 
with another measure approved 
by the estimate body today which 
will set the tax rate for the year 
at a total of $2.75 on the $100 prop- 
erty valuation. 

The tax rate is 2 cents higher 
than last year because of the in- 
crease in the library tax rate from 
4 cents to 6 cents on the $100 
property valuation approved by 
the voters. The rate fer munici- 
pal purposes would remain the 
same as last year under the bill, 
$1.27. In addition there is a 2- 
cent levy each for operation of 
the Zoo and parks and a 40-cent 
levy for bond interest and sinking 
fund purposes. This totals $1.77, 
to which is added the 9l-cent 
school tax rate and a 7-cent state 
tax. 

Nolte’s Comment on Tax Rate. 

When the matter of the measure 
establishing the tax rete came up 
for action in the Board of Esti- 
mate, Comptroller Louis Nolte 
read a statement in which he as- 
serted he could not assume any 
responsibility in formulating rev- 
enue-raising plans because he con- 
tended he has been divested of 
practically all city fiscal control 
by the Civil Service Amendment to 
the city charter. 

He apparently referred to recent 
rumors at the City Hall that an 
attémpt would be made to increase 
the tax rate for general municipal 
purposes from $1.27 to the consti- 
tutional maximum of $1.35. How- 
ever, such a move was not dis- 
cussed at the meeting. 

Estimate of Receipts. 

Budget Director E. G. Schub- 
kegel, in submitting the appropria- 
tion measure, estimated municipal 
revenue receipts for the year 
would total $28,001,200, which will 
be $4,734,279 less than the budget 
appropriation. He pointed out that 
he had included tolls from Mac- 
Arthur Bridge as estimated reve- 
nue and that, if they were declared. 
illegal by the courts, another 
$950,000 would be stricken from the 
anticipated revenue. This would 
make a total of $5,684,279 addi- 
tional revenue which would be 
required. 

The balanco of the money 
which the bill would appropriate, 
$9,584,076, would be from bond in- 
terest and retirement funds and 
water division income for retire- 
ment of bonds and operation of 


‘the water system. 


Schubkegel pointed out that 
the total assessed valuation of 
real estate and personal property 
in the city this year is 31, 156,282, 
000, an increase of about 10 per 
cent over last year.

Markos is a Moscow-trained 
party organizer and guerrilla 
leader. He is commander-in-chief 
of the Communist - dominated 
“Democratic Army of National 
Liberation” now fighting the 
Greek 1 — the north- 
ern part of the country. 

Some of the details of his life 
are shrouded in the some murky 
ebscurity that surrounds so many 
other Comintern agents. The 
main outlines of his career, how- 
ever, are clear. 

Tue full name he uses most 
often is Markos Vafiades. He 
appears to be in his early 40s. He 
was born of Greek parents in 
Pontus, in Asia Minor, 


1900, 

He and his family left Turkey 
and went to Greece in 1923 as part 
ef the large-scale exchange of 

ons that took place be- 
tween the two countries in that 
year. They were settled in the 
tobacco-growing regions in the 
north—where poverty soon, breeds 
bitterness and where Greek Com- 
munism got its first important 
foothold. 

Long a Party Member. 

Markos somehow found the 
means to study law for a time 
at Salonika, however. He seems 
to have joined the Communist 
party soon after his arrival in 
Greece. There is evidence that he 
was a member as early as 1925. 

He also joined a building trades 
workers’ union in Salonika that 
same year and embarked on a ca- 
reer as a Communist organizer. 
Within a few years, Markos had 
proved himself one of the out- 
standing party workers in north- 
ern Greece and was secretary of 
several Communist organizations 
in that of the country. 

The Kremlin foresaw a great 
future for this young leader, sum- 
moned him to Moscow and sent 
him to the Comintern’s “School of 
Eastern Studies” in 1932 and 1933. 
In 1934 the Comintern sent him 
back to Greece as secretary of the 
“armed rioting section” of the 
party in Macedonia. 

Markos was so good at this job 
that he roused the unfavorable 
attention of the Greek government 
and was exiled in 1937. 

War His Great Chance. 

The war gave Markos his great 
chance, as it did so many other 
tough, trained and experienced 
Communist leaders. These men 
had up in underground 
work against their own govern- 
ments, therefore they were usually 
the most successful leaders of 
underground work against the 


Nazis. 

They got their orders—and much 
help—from a central headquarters 
of a worldwide organization in 
Moscow, which also was skilled 
and experienced in underground 
operations and which further had 
a carefully worked out plan of 
action, both for the war and for 
after the war. 

Since these men did the most 
effective work against the Nazis 
in occupied countries, they also 
got most of the help that the 
United States and Britain gave 
underground resistance forces 
during the war. 

In 1942 Markos got the job of 
reorganizing the Communist party 
in Macedonia. Within a year, he 
was promoted to be chief of all 
guerrilia operations in that area. 
Tie-Up With E.L. A. S. 

In 1944, he was named “political 
commissar on the staff of Gen. 
Euripedes Bakirdjis, of the left- 
wing E.LAS. guerrilla forces. 
Bakirdjis soon found that his po- 
litical commissar was operating 
independently, Markos kept his 
general in the dark about a good 
many things he was doing, Ba- 
kirdjis has since said. 


The general and the commissar 5 


personified certain of the great 
forces which the war let loose in 
Europe—and not only in Europe. 
Bakirdjis was a career army of- 
ficer. He was a Venizelist and 
had socialist leanings. During 
the early part of the war, he 
played a leading part in one of 
the moderate conservative under- 
ground resistance organizations. 

The longer the war lasted, how- 
ever, the further he moved away 
from the middle of the road, and 
toward an extremist position, as 
go many moderates did. Bakirdjis 
joined the left-wing E.LA.S. re- 
sistance moyement. Late in the 
war he became E.L.AS. com- 
mander in Macedonia, where he 
was to acquire Markos. 

The hard-bitten Communists 
were too much for Bakirdjis, how- 
ever, just as they have been for 
so many other middle-of-the- 
roaders. He was exiled last year, 
but Markos has gone on to big- 
ger and better things. 

Celis Within Army. 

By 1945, Markos had become a 
member of the central committee 
of the Greek Communist party 
and commissar in Macedonia for 
the Communist agency charged 
with the special task of organiz- 
ing party cells in the reek 
armed forces. 

Up to this time, the Greek Com- 
munists had soft-pedaled their 
connections with Moscow, and 
had stressed instead their patriot- 
ism and desire to work with all 
Grecks of good will on a national- 
istic basis against the enemies of

Career of Zachariades. 

Zachariades’s history, too, is 
typical of much that happened in 
Europe during the war and since. 
The Germans seized him when 
they occupied Greece early in 
1941 and sent him to the concen- 
tration camp at Dachau. When 
American forces liberated Dachau 
in the spring of 1945, they found 
Zachariades still there. , 

Both the Greek government and 
the western Allies were anxious 
to prove their good will toward 
the Soviets, so the Greeks urged 
Allied headquarters to take good 
care of ariades and send him 
back to Athens as quickly and 
comfortably as possible and this 
was done. 

Once back in Athens, Zachari- 
ades promptly took over the reins 
of the Greek Communist party 
and set about doing everything he 
could to drive all western influ- 
ence out of the country, destroy 
Greece’s independence and turn 
the country over to Russia. N 

While Zachariades worked more 
or less openly in Athens, Markos 
took to the hills in the north. 
Early this year, he became com- 
mander in chief of the Demo- 
cratic Army of National Libera- 
tion.” This is a force of approxi- 
mately 13,000 men operating from 
over the borders of Greece’s three 
Russian satellite neighbors—Bul- 
garia, Yugoslavia and Albania. 

States Communist Aims, 

Zachariades himself has 
vealed just how “national” and 
“democratic” these forces are, 
and what they mean by “libera- 
tion,” 

In a new year’s proclamatién 
this year, published in Athens, 
the titular head of the Greek 
Communist party said of the 
“army” in the north that it was 
“an important material factor 
which virtually puts the seal on 
all our internal developments.” 

One of the outstanding charac- 
teristics of this army,“ said 
Zachariades, is its “voluntary sub- 
mission to the democratic move- 
ment of the people and their 
authoritative representatives.” In 
Communist gobbledygook, this 
means that the “army” takes its 
orders from the Greek Commu- 
nist party leadership— that is, 
from Moscow. 

Zachariades is still titular head 
of the party, according to the 
latest reports from Athens, but if 
the Communists should succeed 
in taking over the country, Mar- 
kos, it is believed here, would 
emerge as Moscow’s real ruler of 
Greece,

How Russian and U.S. Plans 
For Control of Atom Differ 


ANSWER—They have. 


QUESTION— What do the So- 
viets deem the most urgent task? 


ANSWER — An international 
convention to outlaw atomic 
weapons, In a draft of last June 
19, this would bind signatory 
states to destroy all stocks of 
“finished or unfinished” atomic 
weapons within three months of 
ratification. Violation would be 
declared an international crime. 
Each state would pass legislation 
in six months after ratification, 
providing severe penalties in its 
own territory against “violators.” 
The convention would require ap- 
proval of the Security Council and 
half the signatory states, includ- 
ing the Big Five. After ratifica- 
tion, it would bind all states, 
whether U. N. members or not. 


QUESTION — What interna- 
tional controls do the Soviets 
favor? 

ANSWER—While contending it 
might take time to work out de- 
talls after this first step, the So- 
viets favor an international con- 
trol commission, within the Se- 
curity Council framework. This 
would promote exchanges of basic 
scientific information on peaceful 
uses, and prevent military uses. 
Inspection under rules laid down 
by international treaty would ap- 
ply from the time uranium and 
thorium are removed from the 
ground, through the various 
stages to production and use of 
nuclear fuel. Within these rules 
“control organs and the organs 
of inspection” would work by ma- 
jority vote. : 

Just who these inspectors would 
be has not yet been made clear, 
but “the respective governments” 
are to provide lists of existing 
plants. Such plants would come 
under immediate inspection as 
soon as a convention is ratified. 
The rules would bar unrestricted 
access to all of a nation’s activi- 
ties, and preclude unrestricted 
aérial surveys. Plant operations 
would be left to the individual na- 
tions, and the Soviets do not con- 
sent to letting any international 
agency decide whether a country 
may or may not have atomic 
plants. Steps in transition to full 
control would be set forth in the 
treaty. 

QUESTION — How does this 
compare with the Litvinov dis- 
armament plan? , 

ANSWER—Maxim Litvinov, be- 
fore the Preparatory Disarmament 
Commission on Nov. 30, 1927, 
called for total disarmament, 
backed by legislation making vio- 
lation “a grave crime against the 
state.” A detailed Soviet conven- 
tion, submitted Feb. 15, 1928, pro- 
posed organization of a perma- 
nent international commission of 
control to co-ordinate disarma- 
ment. Each state would have a 
national commission, made up of 
representatives of the interna- 
tional body, public associations, 
workers’ organizations, peasants 
and the rank and file of the armed 
forces.

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Henry Wallace a Don Quixote 
Tilting at Windmills in France

NEW YORK, Wednesday. 


CANNOT help feeling just a little sorry for Henry Wallace in 
Paris. No one who has ever known him would doubt his honesty 
and integrity. There is almost painful honesty about him, a 


soul-searching effort to find out what he believes and to say it as 
completely and frankly as possible. But the subtle French “esprit,” 
with the addition of the Communist tinge, is something entirely 
unpredictable which I doubt whether our friend Mr. Wallace has 


ever. had to handle before. 


To many of us who have 
watched the French scene for 
many years, there is a cloud over 
it at the present time. It is hard 
for those of us who have known 
the French peasant to believe that 
he is really a Communist, It is, 
however, quite understandable 
that many of the peasants be- 
came Communists during the war. 


The Communist co-operatives 
had things to sell when the value 
of money was changing every day 
so that the peasant’s old habit of 
tucking it away in a sock was no 
longer a safeguard, He naturally 
became a member of whatever 
party made it possible for him to 
buy the things he wanted and 
needed, 

If that meant you joined the 
Communist party, then you joined 
the Communist party. That, how- 
ever, did not mean real adherence 
to the Communist ideas, so it 
would still be up to the party to 
make it worth your while to re- 
main a member. Both in the 
country and in the city in France, 
the Communists have held impor- 
tant Government posts. There- 
fore, the average person has 
found it well worth while to cater 
to them. 


To whom is Henry Wallace 
talking in France? To the in- 
tellectuals? They are far more 
subtle than he is. To the farmers? 
They are a very different group 
of people from the farmers of 
Iowa. To the labor groups? They 
will seem more familiar, but even 
they are not quite like an Amer- 
ican AFL or CIO crowd. 


He will tell his story honestly. 
He is afraid that his Govern- 
ment’s policies may lead the world 
into war and he will give his rea- 
sons. Most of his audience faced 
these reasons long ago, and will 
probably only listen out of polite- 
ness to the country from which 
he comes. 

In England, he met people who 
were genuinely like himself. In 
Sweden, there might well have 
been a certain similarity of ap- 
proach and a beneath-the-surface 
understanding. But in France, I 
fear for you, Don Quixote—you 
are indeed tilting at windmills! 

We need a little clear-cut think- 


ing here at home, perhaps. Have 
the people gone ultra-conserva- 
tive? Was the vote in Congress 
on the Hartley labor bill genuinely 
representative of the majority of 
this country? If so, then the peo- 
ple have done a somersault in 
their thinking since 1944, when 
they elected as President a man 
who believed in the Wagner Act. 

It would be interesting to know 
just where the people really stand, 
Was the vote last autumn a mat- 
ter of confusion or a matter of 
conviction? If we knew that, we 
would know whether some of us 
are still right in believing that. 
when the Southern group is in the 
saddle, it can never carry the 
Democratic party to victory. 

If the people want and like re- 
action, then there isn’t any use in 
thinking up a program to stop in- 
flation or to help the world or to 
increase production or to improve 
housing, because the people have 
decided that they like the Repub 
lican party just as it is!

Trade as a Means to Peace 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: : 
Ik the free enterprise system in the 
United States is to be preserved we 
must have world markets. We should 
have learned that from the depression. 
After the Hawley-Smoot Act of 1930 put 
up high tariff walls and greatly restrict- 
ed our markets, our goods piled up at 
home, (because all industrial countries 
produce more than they can consume) 
and our foreign trade dropped from 
nine and a half billions in 1929 to under 
three billions in 1932. As world trade 
diminished, economic depression deep- 
ened all over the world, and employment 
and income fell disastrously in the Unit- 
ed States. All because of economic na- 
tionalism! 

Step by step, country by country, slow- 
ly and patiently, Cordell Hull worked 
out a program designed to regain mar- 
kets by lowering restrictions through 
mutual agreements adv geous to each 
country concerned. Result: Our exports 
to trade agreement countries for 1938-39 
increased 62 per cent over those for 1934- 
35, while our exports to non-agreement 
countries increased only 31 per cent. 

Yet even now pressure groups in 
Washington, for selfish, personal advan- 
tage, are trying to sabotage this mani- 
festly successful program. American 
wool growers, woolen manufacturers and 
dairy interests have always led the fight 
for a high tariff, but there are plenty 
of others, and many congressional lead- 
ers have fallerf into line. If those with 
our country’s best interest at heart do 
not overcome this opposition, our exports 
will again shrink for lack of markets, 
and our support will be withdrawn from 
free enterprise both at home and abroad. 
Governments wil) be obliged to take 
over. Do we want that? 

If not, we should watch what is going 
on in Washington, No bill has yet reached 
the floor of either house, but hearings 
are being held in committees regarding 
the reciprocal trade program and the 
proposed charter for the International 
Trade Organization, negotiations for 
Which are now taking place in Geneva. 
Now is the time when the lobbies get 
in their work. Yet ‘upon the extent to 
which economic nationalism can be re- 
versed depends the success of this con- 
ference. 

In return for freer entry of our man- 
ufactures into their markets, and re- 
ductions in empire’ preferences, England 
and the dominions will ask for much 
lower duty on wool, on woolen and 
worsted cloth, on butter, etc., etc. 

That is the kind of bargaining that we 
shall have to take part in at Geneva. 
Are we prepared to bring to these dis- 
cussions the broad attitude of an adult, 
powerful nation, or will the special in- 
terests prevail with their isolationist cry 
of “Protection!” which we needed. long 
ago when we were young and weak? 

It is my personal conviction that the 
chain reaction set off by world trade, 
which gives all nations the means of 
livelihood, is a thousand times more ef- 
fective in maintaining peace than any 
world government, no matter how good, 
than any code of international law, no 
matter how legally sound, than any po- 
litical security system, no matter how 
well planned. As long as there are men 
who are hungry because they cannot get 


jobs, the prospect for peace is bleak in- 


deed. We have at hand the insfrument 
that can cure the disease. Have we the 
imagination and the vision to make use 


of it?

The Case of Senator Kem 


We opposed the election of James P. Kem of 
Kansas City to the United States Senate. His 
whole political attitude, as expressed in cam- 
paign speeches, showed him to be a reactionary 
whose thinking is geared to the gaslight days of 
the 1890s instead of to modern times. 

In domestic affairs, Mr. Kem was so violently 
anti-New Deal as to make it appear, as we said 
at the time, “a monstrous conspiracy to subvert 
the nation.” In foreign affairs, Mr. Kem, for 
the most part, was conveniently vague. On the 
suspicion that he belonged to the Taft-Bricker 
nationalistic school of thought, we addressed some 
questions to him so that his attitude would be 
cleared, but his election was assured and no an- 
swers were forthcoming. 

Mr. Kem, however, did give the impression 
that he was lined up with Mr. Vandenberg on 
foreign policy. He said specifically: 


I shall support continuation of a united bi- 
partisan stand in foreign affairs. 


Yet Tuesday, in one of the supreme tests “of 
a united bipartisan stand in foreign affairs,” we 
find Mr. Kem lined up with men like Senators 
Bricker, Brooks, Bushfield and Revercomb, all 
nationalists or isolationists. We refer, of course, 
to the vote on the Greek-Turk bill. Only 16 Re- 
publicans voted against it, while 35 voted for it. 
Is this not a violation of Mr. Kem’s campaign 
pledge? Has he not here practiced a major de- 
ception on the voters of Missouri? 

On another matter of paramount importance 
—the nomination of David Lilienthal—Mr. Kem 
voted No. Here again he was joined by Sena- 
tors Bricker, Brooks, Bushfield and Revercomb. 
Twenty Republicans voted in favor of Lilienthal, 
including even Senator Donnell of Missouri. The 
decision on Lilienthal, like the vote on the 
Greek-Turk bill, transcended ordinary party con- 
siderations. So Mr. Kem’s adverse votes cannot 
be excused on that ground. In both cases, he 
showed a very narrow conception of the issues 
involved. 

Mr. Kem told why he opposed Lilienthal, 
and, in se doing, gave a very interesting insight 
into his mental processes. He said: 


I am opposed to the confirmation of Da- 
vid E. Lilienthal, who is an outstanding ex- 
ponent of Government ownership, as head 
of the Atomic Energy Commission 

Atomic energy may have unlimited com- 
mercial and industrial potentialities. 

I believe that the control of this great new 
force should be entrusted to staunch support- 
ers of our characteristic American system of 
private initiative and free enterprise. 

In his brilliant speech analyzing the opposi- 
tion to Lilienthal, Senator Vandenberg addressed 
himself to this very point. He said in direct 
contrast: ‘ 


We, the Congress, have declared by law 
that the control of atomic energy must be 
the tightest Government monopoly ever set 
up in the United States—pending the day 
when the destructive use of atomic energy 
shall be outlawed for keeps. You all voted 
for it. It passed the Senate unanimously. 

To leave this world-wrenching mystery, 
involving life and death, in private hands or 
under private enterprise at the present time 
would be a shocking outrage upon human 
values. 


Therefore, one of the most available men 
to run it is the successful manager of the 
greatest existing comparable example of 
public ownership and management. Whether 
we like it or him or TVA, this sequence 
leads logically to David Lilienthal’s door. 


In our opinion, Mr. Vandenberg spoke here 
in the accents of logic and of statesmanship. Mr. 
Kem's statement, on the other hand, showed a 
shocking unawareness of the significance of the 
issue. To repeat a figure of speech, Mr. Kem 
was guilty of gaslight thinking in the Atomic 
Age. On a matter of devastating possibilities for 
the human race, he applied the dollars-and-cents 
yardstick of a nineteenth century corporation 
lawyer. 

Is it possible that Mr. Kem will learn and 
grow in the United States Senate? We hope so, 
because Missouri, which once sent great states- 
men to that body, must bear with him for nearly 
six years. His very presence in the Senate is a 
strange reflection on the democratic process. 
The Republican machine in Missouri hand-picked 
Kem, a political unknown and an intellectual 
troglodyte, and the Missouri electorate, in an 
anti-Democratic wave, carelessly voted him into 
office. Many other Missouri Republicans were 
far more qualified. 

We said in the campaign that Mr. Kem is a 
reactionary of the Bricker type. We said that 
“a vote for Kem would be a shot in the dark in 
the matter of foreign affairs.” On the record 
to date, both statements have been borne out.

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On Bread Prices 


Last Saturday we saluted the Continental Bak- 
ing Co. for not having gone along on a proposed 
increase in the wholesale price of bread, This 
would have raised the retail price in independent 
stores in St, Louis 25 per cent. We expressed 
satisfaction that, in this time of inflation, a large 
group of consumers was saved that much in 
the cost of the most basic of all commodities. 

We have received several letters accusing 
Continental of poor business sportsmanship, ahd 
of having “reneged” on a tacit or implied in- 
tention to go along on the price increase. The 
charge is that Continental, to court the customer, 
held back at the last moment while the others 
went ahead and raised the price for a day or so. 
It is also stated that Continental has raised the 
price in at least one other city where it operates 
to the level favored by other local bakeries for 
St. Louis. 

We would not attempt to pass on all the ac- 


- cusations, but we do say this: When price con- 


certs fall through, the public benefits from 
lower prices. The company which refuses to go 
along on a price increase is certain to be called 
a “chiseler” in the trade, but to the public it 


is a benefactor. When would-be price-fixers fall 
out, the public gets a break. 

Whether its sportsmanship was good or bad: 
whether its motives were odious or excellent, 
Continental prevented for the time being at least 
a 25 per cent increase in the cost of bread in 
St. Louis. That is all to the good. 
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One Inch Toward Housing 
The Wagner-Ellender-Taft bill to encourage 


home-building for 15,000,000 families in the next. 


10 years moved a step nearer to passage with 
the Senate Banking Committee’s approval yes- 


terday. Better shelter is the greatest and most 


urgent single social need, and if it fails, the re- 
markable patience of veterans and other home- 
less people will hardly bear the strain. Never- 
theless, the step taken so far is short and much 
longer ones lie ahead. 

Substantially the same bill passed the Senate 
last year without much trouble, but it was put 
to sleep in the House Banking Committee. In 
a new Congress that is less sensitive to social 
need, it is ominous that it has now cleared the 
first hurdle by a bare 7-to-6, 

The bill offers generous further subsidies to 
developers of private housing, but the real es- 
tate lobby is out to defeat public housing at all 
costs. That is the sole basis of the opposition. 
Its eventual purpose, as was shown in these 
columns recently, is to unload much more costly 
schemes of slum clearance on the public. To 
that end, the House Banking Committee is work- 
ing on bills for private bounties but not a cent 
for public housing. 

His concern for housing is Senator Taft’s most 
substantial claim to a “progressive conservatism” 
that forestalls radical movements by reducing 
or wiping out evils before they become acute. 
It is important to his presidential hopes among 


independent voters that he find some way to 


make his bill succeed. At best, however, Taft 
and his congressional supporters can hardly win 
the uphill fight alone. It is up to homeless and 
bad-housed citizens, and to all others who sense 
the grave harm that poor shelter is doing our 
nation’s morale and strength, to raise their 
voices.

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Trash Gets in Your Eyes 

St. Louis should do something about trash on 
the city: streets, and during the Clean-Up drive 
is the time to do it. It was extremely discon- 
certing and disillusioning for on-lookers at the 
“Clean-Up, Paint-Up” parade yesterday to have 
to wipe trash out of their eyes before they could 
see the school children march bravely by. 

The City Hall places some of the blame, and 
justly so, on the Police Department for not en- 
forcing the health and sanitation ordinances. 
Arthur C. Meyers, Director of Streets and 
Sewers, claims his men clean up the streets— 
or at least the downtown streets—in the hours 
before daylight, but that merchants and shop- 
keepers sweep their trash out into the street 
when they come to work, so that it seems that 
nothing has been cleaned up at all. 

How easy it is to find violators of the sani- 
tation ordinances and cite them is demonstrated 
by the fact that Health Commissioner Bredeck, 
using only a few inspectors for a few days, has 
issued 600 citations, Where have the police been 
all this time? Mayor Kaufmann should confer 
with the police chief or the Police Board and 
find out. 

Another reason for the dirty streets is the 
lack of a public system of trash removal. We 
burn incense’ to the demon dirt in the ashpits 
that mar our backyards, and leave the wind to 
sow the ashes and charred particles of trash 
broadside. 

We have voted a $4,000,000 bond issue to buy 

trucks, garages and incinerators for city trash 
removal, but equipment is still hard to come by. 
Half the bonds are being issued now, but it will 
be a year or so before municipal trash collection 
goes into effect. 
In this “Year of Action,” as the Mayor called 
it in his splendid speech at the inaugural ses- 
sion of the Board of Aldermen, let us see a 
planned, resolute, sustained drive to make the 
streets clean. “Trash Gets in Your Eyes” is a 
poor theme song for St. Louis. 
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A girl hunting an apartment advertised for it 
on a billboard. If the method proves successful, 
a rigorous future may be in store sor eligible 
hachelors. 


A Right an aa a Duty 
Secretary Snyder was testifying before the 
Senate Finance Committee against the House- 
approved bill to cut four billion dollars a year 
from individual income taxes. Senator Millikin 
cut in to say: 


The Government does not have a moral 
right to seize any of a taxpayer’s money on 
the theory it knows how to spend it better 
than he does. 


Which, we submit, is about as meaningless 
jumble of words as has come out of the mouth 
of a Colorado Senator sinte Silver Dollar Tabor 
used the proceeds of his Baby Doe mine to buy 
a seat in the upper house of Congress. 

First, the Government doesn’t want to spend 
the money; it wants to use it to reduce the debt 
from money already spent.

Fair Changes Are Needed 


It is unfortunate that the Republican 
leadership has decided to play politics with 
labor legislation. It is unfortunate because 
the country needs some labor reforms, But 
it needs changes—like the Securities and 
Exchange Commission law passed to keep 
Wall Street on the straight and narrow 
—which are designed to restrain certain 
questionable practices of some unions and 
are not rigged to strengthen employers at 
the expense of all unions. 


How a measure works out often depends 
on its interpretation in the courts. The 
Wagner Act, for example, was supposed to 
bring industrial peace. But Congress didn’t 
cover all the possible situations which arose 
under it. The Supreme Court was forced 
to make decisions which seemed to exempt 
unions even from laws prohibiting monopo- 
listic, trade-restraining, and even criminal 
practices. 

Some unions have used their power to 


force employers to agree to “featherbed” 
practices. These practices—paying for la- 
bor not performed, forbidding use of new 
materials and processes, etc.—increase the 
cost of merchandise and services to the 
public. They have greatly retarded the 
housing program, for one example. 

Former federal “trust-buster” Thurman 
Arnold recently advised Congress that legis- 
lation ought to be passed outlawing these 
union practices: 


(1) Economic restraints or coercion to 
prevent use of cheaper material, improved 
equipment or more efficient methods, 


(2) Any sort of coercion designed to com- 
pel hiring of useless and unnecessary labor. 


(3) Any sort of coercion to fix prices for 
any commodity or service except ,wages. 


Ban on Featherbedding 


These are among the clarifications of the 
Wagner Act enlightened business men and 
fair-minded union leaders want to see Con- 
gress enact. The House bill includes a ban 
on “featherbedding.” But President Tru- 
man couldn’t OK it without also approving 
legislation which the Supreme Court might 
be forced to interpret as a virtual repeal of 
the Wagner Act. Such a repeal probably 
would bring a return to the dog-eat-dog, 
labor spy, bloody bust-the-unions era. Such 
a-period of chaos would be an invitation to 
Communists to reap a harvest. 


Unions have demonstrated ability to lead 
the way on many occasions. A recent 
criticism of the present federal law calling 
for a 30-day “cooling off“ period is in 
point. The Illinois State Federation of La- 
bor pointed out that under the Smith-Con- 
nally Act, “upon failure to settle within 30 
days, the question of a possible strike must 
be immediately put to an official vote. 
That's crazy, of course.” 


As we have said before, the state federa- 
tion’s opposition te considering strikes as 
one of the first items of business instead 
of as a last resource, shows a maturity of 
thinking manifested all too little by Con- 
gressional “reformers” who are rushing in 
with bills to “save” the workers from the 
big, bad unions. 


Some of the Congressmen might better 
study the steel agreement as evidence that 
a big union and a big industry can get to- 
gether when there’s a real will to reach 
agreement,

A Fighting Woman 

LADY GREGORY'S JOURNALS: 1916-1930. Edited by 

Lennox Robinson. (The Macmilian Co., New York.) 

Lady Gregory, one of the members of the 
board of directors of the great Abbey The- 
ater, and one of modern Ireland's most 
notable women, began keeping a journal in 
1916 and continued it until shortly before 
her death in 1932. it is a valuable docu- 
ment, not only to students of the theater, 
but to all who are interested in Irish his- 
tory and ‘culture. Lennox Robimson, once 
the director of the Abbey players, has se- 
lected passages from the diary and ar- 
ranged them according to subject matter. 


The chapter on the Abbey Theater is like- 
ly to be read most widely in America. It 
tells of the financial struggles of the thea- 
ter, of its troubles with Government cen- 
sors, and of the excitement attending the 
production of a new play.

The story of Sean O’Casey, the brilliant 
laboring man, author of “Juno and the Pay- 
cock,” and of his unfortunate quarrel with 
the Abbey Theater, upon the rejection of 
“The Silver Tassie,” is told with understand- 
ing and sympathy. Among the Abbey play- 
ers, one notes, were Sara Allgood and Bar- 
ry Fitzgerald—both known to American 
movie audiences. 


A chapter on the Terror and Civil War, 
with first-hand accounts of the violence 
that beset Ireland in the early 1920s, will 
Interest both historians and those who, like 
this reader, admire the sight of a great 
lady playing an heroic part in her country’s 
most troubled times.

Various Courses Are Open. 


But there is no use pretending 
that Congress is voting for a clear 


and considered policy. There are 
no doubt plans, more or less 
worked out, for spending the 
money which this bill authorizes 
Congress to appropriate. But the 
policy itself, of which these plans 
are the instrument, has not been 
formulated. 

Within the big, hot generalities 
of the so-called Truman Doctrine, 
any number of different policies 
could be developed. It is still pos- 
sible to form a policy of definite, 
limited objectives, within our po- 
litical competence, 

But it is equally possible, in the 
excited vagueness, to be rushed in 
where angels would fear to tread 
— into unlimited commitments, 
into a crusade which it is easier 
to begin than to finish, into a 
series of interventions and in- 
trigues and entanglements inside 
every tountry in Europe and Asia. 

What is to come of it depends 
en whether Secretary Marshall 
can, when he returns, translate 
our inchoate opposition to Soviet 
expansion into a realizable plan of 
action. 

Wallace’s Distorted View. 


His ability to do that depends 
in considerable degree on whether 
serious and critical discussion can 
be resumed in this country, after 
it was interrupted and well-nigh 
throttled by the Wallace affair.

And to the great middle, mod- 
erate mass of frightened and hun- 
y people who want personal 
freedom, a quiet peace, and the 
necessities and decencies of life, 
his reckless dramatization of the 
issue will be taken to mean that 
they are caught between the devil 
and the deep blue sea. 

As a matter of fact, the vote for 
this bill can most accurately be 
interpreted as approval of the 
basic idea that the Middle East 
and the eastern Mediterranean is 
a region in which the United 
States is now a principal power 
with vital interests to protect. 


Relief Is Incidental. ‘ 


This is not a bill to establish 
democracy in Greece and Turkey. 


It is only incidentally a bill to 
bring relief to the victims of the 
war. It is a bill which estab- 
lishes the United States as a 
power in the Middle East. Britain 
and Russia have been there for 
more than a century. Now we 
are there too. 

Where that will take us even- 
tually, no man could now foresee. 
But it is urgent and essential that, 
having arrived in the Middle East, 
we make clear the immediate, def- 
inite, concrete objectives which we 
hope to achieve. 

What then is the part we wish 
to play now in the Middle East? 
Our first objective, it seems to me, 
should be the conclusion of a 
treaty fixing definitely the boun- 
daries of Greece, Turkey and Iran, 
the regime of the Straits, and the 
distribution of the oil concessions. 
Until such a treaty has been con- 
cluded—but only until then—the 
Administration should treat the 
approval of the bill by Congress 
as authorization of a special 
American military guaranty of the 
territorial integrity of Greece, 
Turkey, and also of Iran. 


A Specific Policy. 


It should tell the Soviet Govern- 
ment that the special guaranty 
will stand until a treaty of settle- 
ment ig negotiated. After that we 
shall consider the support of the 
treaty as one of our obligations 
under the United Nations Charter. 

Such a specific policy, aimed at 
a treaty, will be far less provoca- 
tive and far more effective than 
an undefined policy of resistance 
and hostility to the Soviet Union 
and to Communism in general. 
Nothing could be more dangerous 
and more unsatisfactory than to 
remain where we are now—hav- 
ing expressed a general attitude 
without defining our specific ob- 
jectives. 

Until the Administration states 
the terms on which it is ready to 
make a settlement with Russia in 
the Middle East, neither this coun- 
try nor any other will know where 
we are going. But we shall be on 


our way.

LONDON, April 24 (AP)—Har- 
old E. Stassen, candidate for the 
Republican nomination for the 
presidency, said at a press confer- 
ence today that his party has a 
good chance to name the next 


President. 

It depends, Stassen told British 
journalists, on the manner in 
which Republican leaders now 
dominant in Congress meet their 
responsibilities in the immediate 


future, 

Asked about his own chances in 
the forthcoming campaign, he 
said smilingly: “That’s an ap- 
praisal I leave to others.” 

He said that on his return to 
the United States next week he 
will confer with Republican lead- 
ers and that on the basis of re- 
cent developments at home and 
his own observations of his two 
months’ tour of 16 European na- 
tions he will formulate his views 
on foreign policy. 

He adhered to his determina- 
tion not to discuss foreign rela- 
tions while he ig outside the 
United States, but indicated that 
in his view the troubles of the 
world are largely economic. 


It is too soon, he continued, to 
reach any conclusion as to whether 
Republican leadership in Congress 
has measured up to its responsi- 
bilities. He avoided comment on 
“one world” philosophies or on the 
public discussions of Henry A. 
Wallace in Europe. 


Stassen would not be drawn into 
a discussion of Russia beyond 
saying that Prime Minister Stalin, 
whom he visited in the Kremlin, 
appeared alert and capable and 
that, “within the reasonable sched- 
ule we had laid down we were free 
to Move about as we wished.” 


He gained an impression that 
food supplies in Russia, while 
limited, are evenly distributed, he 
said. He saw no extraordinary 
concentrations of troops. 


Of Europe as a whole, Stassen 
said, coal is the key to welfare, 
and adequate supplies of it would 
improve the relations of nations. 
Other problems in the order of 
their acuteness are, he said, ship- 
ping, textiles and finance. The 
emergency in food, he believes, is 
passing. 

Stassen, who had lunch yester- 
day with Prime Minister Attlee, 
said he expected to see Winston 
Churchill, 

“T should like to talk economics 
with him,” he said. 


“7 BRITAIN HAS GIVEN 3 BILLIONS 


FOR FOREIGN AID, ENVOY SAYS 


CINCINNATI, April 24 (AP)— 
Lord Inverchapel, British ambas- 
sador to the United States, said 
today that his country had con- 
tributed more than three billion 
dollars to relief and rehabilitation 
in western. Europe and the Far 
East in one form or another. 

“Here and there I find an im- 
pression that the United States 
has been alone in looking after 
the needs of western Europe and 
the countries of the Far East 
which were overrun by our ene- 
mies,” he said in an address at a 
luncheon of the Cincinnati Cham- 
ber of Commerce, 

“This impression is a wrong 
one,“ he added. Britain has con- 
tributed, in the form of direct 
relief, well over one billion dollars. 
The largest sums under this head- 
ing went to UNRRA, civilian sup- 
plies to military government, 
Greece and Malta. “She has also 
contributed almost two billion dol- 
lars in the form of loans and 
credits. On these, Germany, 
France, Denmark, Holland, Bur- 
ma, etc., have all drawn heavily. 
These loans, credits and grants 
for relief, taken together add up 
to more than three billion dollars.”

SPRINGFIELD, III., April 24— 
State Representatives will be sum- 
moned as witnesses before a spe- 
cial grand jury which will investi- 
gate charges that bribes were 
offered to legislators to defeat a 
bill increasing the powers of the 
Chicago school superintendent, 
State’s Attorney John W. Curren 
announced today. 


George W. Ziller, former poli- 
tician and labor agent, known at 
the capital as “the fat man that 
nobody loves” — he weighs 530 
pounds—was released from the 
county jail last night after being 
in custody for nine hours for 
questioning in the bribery investi- 
gation. Curren said he had de- 
cided “to order the release of 
Ziller from custody temporarily.” 

Curren added that evidence he 
had obtained “is sufficient to war- 
rant the statement that the bri- 
Bery charges will be substanti- 
ated.” He interviewed about 20 
members of the Legislature and 
described results of the interviews 
as “satisfactory.” He continued: 
“This, together with other evi- 
dence now in our possession, justi- 
fied a complete and thorough in- 
vestigation.” 

Complicated Move Described. 

Curren said he had found “very 
promising leads” but declined to 
elaborate. He said he released 
Ziller because he saw “no benefit 


to our ultimate prosecution by re- 


taining him at this time.” No 
charges were filed against Ziller, 
who was arrested yesterday on 
the stairway leading from the gal- 
lery of the House chamber, 

The special grand jury will be 
called in about two weeks, Cur- 
ren announced. 

The school bill, defeated by a 
vote of 69 to 58 shortly after the 
bribery charges were made, would 
have given the Chicago superin- 
tendent complete administrative 
authority over the city’s public 
school system. Both Republican 
Gov. Dwight H. Green and Dem- 
ocratic Mayor Martin H. Kennelly 
had indorsed it. 

Leaders of the House of Repre- 
sentatives said the bribery at- 
tempt was a complicated maneuv- 
er based on Ziller’s unpopularity. 
Homer B. Harris of Lincoln, Re- 
publican majority leader, said the 
plan was to have Ziller lobby for 
the bill. The natural reaction of 
most House members, Harris said, 
would be to vote against Ziller 
and the bill.

1 to File Objections— 
Private Rule in Trans- 
port Charged. 


LINCOLN, Neb., April 24 (AP)— 
The Government rested its case 
yesterday in the anti-trust suit 
against western railroads, and the 
defendants were given until Oct. 1 
to file objections to the Govern- 
ment evidence. * 
The suit opened yesterday be- 
fore United States District Judge 
John W. Delehant, with Wendell 
Berge, Assistant Attorney General, 
appearing for the Government, 
and Elmer A. Smith of Chicago 
for the railroads, 

Berge charged in his argument 
that the people of the West pay 
more for railroad service than the 


people of the East. He said prod- 


ucts of western industry suffer a 
disadvantage as compared to the 
products of eastern industry. He 
contended that through confer- 
ences and consultations a “private 
government” is functioning in the 
railroad industry to maintain a 
monopoly in transportation. 
Defense of Railroads, 
Smith asserted that such consul- 
tation and conferences were neces- 
sary for the welfare of the roads 
and that the railroads operate un- 
der ICC regulation, which calls for 
a different interpretation of the 
Sherman Anti-Trust Act. 
The Government will have 45 
days after the Oct. 1 deadline to 
file an answer brief. 
Action was dismissed yesterday 
individuals who 
have died since the suit was filed. 
They included the late George P. 
McNear, president of the Toledo, 
Peoria & Western, recently assassi- 
nated at Peoria, Ill. The original 
complaint named 89 individuals, in 
addition to the railroads, associa- 
tions and corporations. 

Defendants in the civil action, 
brought in the name of the United 
States, are the Association of 
American Railroads, whose mem- 
bership includes nearly all the 
principal carriers in the country, 
47 specifically named railroads op- 
erating west of the Mississippi 
river, the Western Association of 
Railway Executives, J. P. Morgan 
& Co., and Kuhn, Loeb & Co., of 
New York, and individual offi- 
cers of the various corporations 
involved. 

The general charge is that the 
defendants have participated in “a 
broad and continuing combination 
and conspiracy in violation of the 


Sherman Act.” 

Berge told residing Jud 
Delehant the vernment will 
show that the defendants not only 
employed illegal trade restraints 
in the railroad business but acted 
with “co-conspirators” ja such 
basic industries as oil, steel and 
cement, to exercise controls over 
other far-flung segments of the 
national economy. 

“The power to contro] transpor- 
tation,” said Berge, “is in large 
measure the power to control the 
location and the competitive suc- 
cess or failure of all industry.”

WASHINGTON, April 24 (AP)— 
Legislation to rename Boulder 
dam fos former President Herbert 
Hoover received final congression- 
al approval yesterday.

Reported — Truman 
Urged to Prod Clark on 
Communists. 


WASHINGTON, April 24 (AP) 
— Communists, who have been 
getting rough handling from the 
House Committee on Un-Ameri- 


i can activities, were invited today 


to help the committee expose 


Representative McDowell 
(Rep.), Pennsylvania, told report- 
ers that preliminary checks by a 
subcommittee which he heads 


contained documentary evidence 
that the Communist party and its 
officers were violating laws re- 
quiring registration of organiza- 
tions and individuals representing 
foreign countries. 

“Harder to Spot.“ 

McDowell, whose subcommittee 
has been assigned to an investiga- 
tion of Fascism, said his group 
was getting up a list of persons 
and individuals to call in for ques- 
tioning. But, he said, it will be 
eight weeks, at least, before the 
inquiry blossoms into public hear- 
ings. 

These will be followed by a re- 
port sétting forth the “markings 
and colorings” of Fascism, telling 
what it is, and how it could start 
in a free democracy such as ours. 

McDowell said the investigation 
would be conducted on a “common 
sense” basis because he is “des- 
perately afraid of harming some 
person who shouldn’t be harmed.” 
But, he said, Fascism deserves ex- 
posure as much as Communism, 
although it is harder to spot be- 
cause it ended in organized form 
with Hitler, 


show some revival of Fascist ac- 
tivities in America. He said there 
was evidence of it in Georgia, 
New York, Chicago, parts of 


Texas and fouthern California, 


and that he would extend a for- 
mal invitation to Communists to 
supply any ir.formation they have, 
since they are always “scream- 
ing” about it. 

The Un-American Activities 
Committee, meanwhile, is not let- 
ting up on the Communists. 
Chairman J. Parnell Thomas 
(Rep.), New Jersey, sent a letter 
to President Truman late yester- 
day, saying it was time for him 
to direct Attorney General Clark 
to “throw the full weight of his 
department behind an effort to 
bring these criminals and con- 
spirators before the bar of jus- 
tice.”

The Communist menace is no 
myth or bugaboo, the chairman 
said, but so serious that, unless 
the Government’s law enforcement 
agencies deal with it, “the time 
may well arrive when th’. very 
security of our cquntry will be

Spokesmen for the 
Social Democrats, who led regu- 
lar parties in Sunday’s race for 
the new House of Councillors, 
acknowledged they expected to 
finish second in the lower cham- 
ber.

The two Government parties— 
Liberals and Democrats—have en- 
tered 654 candidates between 
them. Socialist candidates number 
282, and 120 Communists are cam- 
paigning. 

Japanese nolitical observers be- 
lieve the Communists may be 
lucky to retain their present six 
seats. They had been expected to 
gain at least five’ places but their 
popular vote slumped in recent 
Councillor and prefectural ballot- 
ing.

PHILADELPHIA, April 24—The 
plan of North American Co., New 
York, for liquidation of its inter- 
mediate holding unit, North 
American Light & Power Co., was 
taken under advisement by the 
Securities and Exchange Commis- 
sion yesterday, following attacks 
by various interests. 


It was charged by Percival E. 
Jackson, counsel for the “Dana 
group” of investors in Light & 
Power’s common stock, that North 
American was deliberately delay- 
ing its eventual dissolution and 
continuing its fight against the 
“death-sentence” clause of the 
Public Utility Holding Company 
Act. North American has an- 
nounced that it would dispose of 
its largest operating utility, Union 
Electric Co. of Missouri, at St. 
Louis, and it already has moved 
to divest itself of its next largest 
operating unit, Cleveland Electric 
Imuminating Co. 

Jackson complained that the 
Proposed allowance of $7.50 a 
share for Light & Power common 
stock was insufficient, that the 
plan owas abandoning “good 
claims” involved in the intricate 
inter-company transactions, and 
that cost of the holding company 
system's settlement of [Illinois 
Power Co. claims, should not be 
borne by Light & Power. 
Combination With Insull Charged. 

It was charged by Jackson that 
North American and the late Sam- 
wel Insull, Chicago utility pro- 
moter, had entered into a combi- 
mation in restraint of trade, in 
getting control of Light & Power 
years ago. In explanation, he said 
that, in the early 1920s, North 
American feared that Insull’s in- 
terests would gain sole control of 

& Power and offer serious 
competition to North American 
utilities. Light & Power controls 
Missouri Power & Light Co. and 
formerly controlled Illinois Pow- 
er; these concerns operate in ter- 
ritory adjecent to Union Electric. 

The Venice (Ill.) power plant, 
opposite St. Louis, formerly was 
in the Light & Power system, and 
Jackson declared that it had been 
a threat to Union Electric’s Ca- 
hokia power plant. Immediately 
after the North American-Insull 
control of Light & Power was 
carried out, an expansion of the 
Venice plant was given up at 
North American's direction, Jack- 
son asserted. Later, Union Elec- 
tric took over and greatly en- 
larged this generating station. 
The Insull interests eventually 
dropped out of Light & Power. 

Jackson insisted that North 
American's holdings in Light &

PAY BOOSTS WILL 
INGREASE PRICES 


Speaker Asserts Produc- 
tion Must Rise Before 
Reduction in Charges 


Takes Place. 


The present round of wage in- 
creases and those to follow will 
inevitably lead to higher prices 
regardless of all efforts “to talk 
them down,” Dr. Charles F. Roos 
of New York, economist and in- 
dustrial adviser, said yesterday. 
He spoke before about 150 repre- 
sentatives of banking, business

“Prices will advance proportion- 
ately with wage increases,” he as- 
serted. “I don’t agree with those 
who say that prices are out of 
line with conditions, because for 
every 10 per cent advance in 
wages there is a corresponding 
increase of about 8 per cent in 
prices. We need stability in wages 
and increased productivity before 
we can hope for a decrease in 
prices.” 

Dr. Roos, president of the Eco- 
nometric Institute, and former re- 
search director for the National 
Recovery Administration, said 
there has been a decrease in the 
present sellers’ market since Janu- 


“There is no organized mass 
buyers’ strike, but people are 
shopping around now, looking for 
the best bargain, refusing substi- 
tutes and shoddy materials, and 
refusing to buy expensive items.” 
he said. 

Demand for Durable Goods. 
The present high level of eco- 
nomic activity will continue 
through 1948, he predicted, with 
only a few businesses in the non- 
durable goods manufacture suffer- 
ing decreases. 

The total demand for automo- 
biles is greater now than it was 
a year ago, and if manufacturers 
could produce as many, machines 
as the demand requires, they 
would have to make about 12,000,- 
000, he said. Present output is 
about 4,500,000. In other consum- 
er durable goods industries furni- 
ture and appliance manufacturers 
will continue at top  produc- 
tion levels for the next two years, 
he said. 

Capital goods, those machines 
which are made to produce other 
goods, will remain in full produc- 
tion, he said.

YOUTH WHO KILLED 
2 POLICEMEN SAYS 
IT WAS AN ACCIDENT 


PHILADELPHIA, April 24 (UP) 
—Police stood guard today at the 
hospital room of 23-year-old Wil- 
liam Hallowell, who admitted to 
his foster mother, a noted child 
psychologist, that it was “wrong” 
for him to kill two policemen, but 
insisted his pistol went off acci- 
dentally both times. 

Sgt. Samuel Hewitt and Patrol- 
man John Quigley were killed by 
bullets from Hallowell's pistol yes- 
terday when they surprised him 
in a stolen car. He was wounded 
five times. His condition became 
critical today and he was placed 
in an oxygen tent. 

The youth at first was defiant. 
He said he wanted to die. Then 
he protested that he was innocent. 
The shootings climaxed a long 
career of petty crime by the 
adopted son of Dr. Dorothy Kern 
Hallowell, consultant psychologist 
and child welfare expert, and Dr. 
Alfred I. Hallowell, professor of 
anthropology at Northwestern Uni- 
versity. 

When he was 15, the youth had 
his first shooting scrape with po- 
lice who tried ta capture him and 
a companion after they escaped 
from a private correctional insti- 
tution. 

The first time police brought his 
foster mother to see him yester- 
day, Hallowell screamed at her to 
get out of the room. Later he told 
her: 

J «now I did wrong and I'm 
sorry. I stole the automobile and 
they were chasing me. They 
jumped me. I didn’t mean to 
shoot them, The gun went off ac- 
cidentally.” 

The Hallowells adopted the boy 
from a New York orphanage when 
he was less than two years old.

Lots of Us Are, Asserts Writer ~ Our Lives Too Self-Centered'

HE English have a name for 

it. They call it going balmy, 

Here in America we have a lot 
of names for it, too, equally im- 
polite. But our nicest one, used 
in the better vocabularies, is neu- 
rosis. 

Neurosis means that you are 
warped out of the pattern some- 
how. Maybe you inherited that 
warp. Maybe you acquired it 
through shock or some inferiority 
complex. Maybe it’s just part of 
your natural cussedness. But the 
grim truth is that an appalling 
number of our supposedly sane 
citizens are off the beam and go- 
ing more and more off the beam 
as our lives become more complex. 

Recently some bright folk made 
a case study of a typical Ohio 
rural town in Miami county 
(population 2600). Just a nice 
normal town such as you could 
find in any state. And yet ac- 
cording to this survey some 10 to 
20 per cent of the residents ought 
to see a psychiatrist.

ANY live miserable and 

tangled lives haunted by fear 

and grief and resentment. In 
the past six years in the town 
under discussion, 207 have been 
committed to institutions; one 
out of every 23 inhabitants of 
the county would spend part of 
his life in a mental institution. 
More than 10 per cent of its 
draft age men were mentally 
unfit for military service (farm 
boys were less mentally fit than 
city boys). One elementary school 
child in five was seriously mal- 
adjusted; in six years 1168 cases 
of delinquency had come up to 
court. 

And so it went. Here in the 
healthy industrious out-of-door 
life of a typical American town, 
neurosis was setting in like can- 
cer. Of course there were many 
cases of actual insanity and sim-: 
ple mindedness, but we're not dis- 
cussing those today. We are only 
discussing those who are enough 
off the beam to interfere with the 


wholésome life of the community, 
and such warped souls are plenty. 

No, Miami is not an exceptional 
county. You can find its like in 
every state. You work with simi- 
larly warped citizens every day 
of your life. You may be warped 
in some degree yourself yet.never 
suspect it. 

Pills won't cure you. Tonics 
won’t cure you, Only the wise 
men who know the subtle con- 
nection between the spirit and the 
body can possibly cure you. But 
this one fact can be said and it 
applies to every neurotic in Amer- 


ica. 

We are no losing our grip be- 
cause life has quickened its tempo 
beyond its normal rate, We are 
not going off the beam because 
of all these new mechanical gad- 
gets. We are going off the beam 
at an appalling rate because we 
are living too much by vurselves. 

The brightest person on earth 
can go balmy if he thinks only of 
himself and for himself. He can 
go worse than balmy—he can go 
actually insane if he becomes too 
self centered. 

That is largely what is the

matter with America today. Time 
was when we were forced to be 
part of the world and to take our 
place in the world. Back in the 

century we were 
“rugged individualists.” We half 
soled our own shoes, we made our 
own bread, we planted and tended 
gardens and stored the vegetables 
away for winter consumption. A 
mother wasn’t just a wife then. 
A husband didn’t just have a job. 
They were both active citizens of 
this world and their work reached 
far and wide.

F we needed a new chicken 
| ouse we made one. If we need- 

d an orchard we planted one 
in the vacant lot next door. Willy- 
nilly we were part of the great 
world around us and we took our 
place in the world. We might 
have been, and often were, very 
selfish and stupid human beings 
but circumstances forced us to 
become part of the mass effort. 
And because we were part of that 
mass effort we threw our minds 
and our spirits into it... we 
looked beyond our own narrow 
horizons . . . we. did chores that 
interlocked with the world pro- 
gram. And so we saved our own 
sanity. 

Now we are in & new era. We 
have become specialists. We are 
no longer part of the whole work- 
ing world. We are crammed into 
some little niche and our lives 
are infinitely more narrow and 
colorless than at the turn of the 
century. 

We are going balmy not be- 
cause we are too hurried or wor- 
ried or driven by work. We are 
becoming balmy because we 
haven’t enough work to do— 
enough individual, personal jobs 
to attend to. And so we are leav- 
ing room in our lives for all sorts 
of personal eccentricities and pre- 
judices and crochets. We are go- 
ing balmy because we are so self- 
centered that we are getting 
stagnant.

It is true that 
since the war wages for 
housework are much bet- 
ter, and with board and 
room included a girl is 
financially better off than 
many office workers. Yet 
this does not compensate 
for the feeling of in- 
feriority forced on her 
because of the attitude 
she knows the general ran of people feel toward a houseworker. 
After I graduated from high school I did housework for my 
living, because the depression was in full swing and it was all 
I could get. Yet I have been snubbed because of my occupa- 
tion by my own cousins who were fortunate enough to be able 
to stay home with their better-off parents until they could find 
work to their liking. It is that unfortunate stigma which is 
attached to housework which makes girls shy from it. If it 
could be accepted as a profession, certain standards required, 
regular hours, wages, etc. all adjusted, and the houseworker 
accepted as part of the social scheme of things, not just on the 
fringe of them, then girls whose natural inclinations are toward 
home making, might choose housework in preference to office

South’s two-no-trump opening 
might have been a shade strong- 
er, but his profusion of interme- 
diates made it the best choice. 
North’s hand appears pretty weak 
for a raise to game, but actually 
one sure trick makes this raise 
mandatory. 

West opened the spade queen 
and declarer held up the ace for 
two rounds. When he took the 
third spade he could see for him- 
self that the suit had been dis- 
tributed 4-3-3-3 originally and that 
he did not have a great deal to 
fear in that direction. 

At the fourth trick, declarer laid 
down the diamond king; then he 
led the three of diamonds to the 
ace, apparently “taking out insur- 
ance” against the possibility that 
West would show out on the sec- 
ond lead and that a finesse would 
be established against East’s jack. 
The precaution was fatal, however, 
ever, because now when declarer 
led a club and successfully 
finessed his own nine-spot, driv- 
ing out West’s king, he could not 
return to dummy for a second 
club finesse. The defenders shied 
away from clubs, and declarer 
came out just one short of his 
contract. 

In view of the general situa- 
tion, South could not afford the 
safety play in diampnds. He 
should have cashed both top hon- 
ors, then overtaken the ten-spot 
with dummy’s ace. Now a club 
finesse against the ten would 
have some point, because later de- 
clarer could return to dummy by 
leading the diamond three to the 
six-spot and successfully finesse 
again in clubs.

So far as nutrition, digestibility, 
calories, energy, refreshment of 
fatigue or tiredness or exhaus- 
tion and suitability as food for in- 
fant, child or adult may be con- 
cerned, beet sugar, cane sugar, 
glucose, dextrose, maltose, lactose 
(milk sugar), fructose (fruit 
sugar, honey) or mixtures of two 
or more of these are all of the 
same value and no one type of 
sugar has any virtues or defici- 
ences that are not common to all 


types.

EACH GRAM (about one-fourth 
of a teaspoonful) of any kind of 
sugar yields the same number of 
calories as a gram of starch 
yields, approximately four calories, 
which is equivalent to 112 calories 
for each ounce or about 1800 
calories in the pound of sugar or 
starch. An adult lying abed re- 
quires 1800 calories a day to sup- 
ply enough energy to maintain 
vital functions and normal body 
temperature; 1800 calories a day, 
from whatever source, would be 
a reduction diet for an adult who 
is up and about. The everyday 
intake of the average American 
sedentary or moderately active 
adult is around 2800 or 3000 
calories, and most soldiers, sailors, 
hard workers and athletes re- 
quire 4000 calories or more a day 
just to supply the immediate de- 
mands of vital functions, muscle 
work, repair of wear and tear, 
and, in persons under 25 years of 
age, growth. 

In any emergency, where ex- 
traordinary effort or endurance 
is required, sugar in one form or 
another is the best refresher, re- 
storer, bracer or supporter avail- 
able, for a marathon runner, long 
distance swimmer, mountain 
climber or one on a long march. 
The sugar may be carried as sug- 
ar or as candy, sweet chocolate 
or similar confection, or taken in 
sweetened tea or other sweetened 
beverage or in ice cream, or eaten 
in the form of raisins, dates or 
other sweet fruit fresh or dried. 

Sugar is ideal emergency food 
because it is so easily and so 
quickly assimilated and oxidized 
or burned as fuel, and no physi- 
cian or physiologist will venture 
to challenge my reiteration of the 
fact that beet or cane sugar, raw, 
crude, brown, refined or white is 
in every respect the same as any 
other sugar or mixture of sugars 
in human nutrition, infant, child 
or adult nutrition,

That Word “Neighbor.” 

ITHOUT knowledge of the 
W statistics in the matter, it 

seems safe to assume that in 
our country today the neighbors, 
or the people next door, are not 
most often the farmers next door. 
Town and city living have 
changed all that. But the word 
“neighbor” is a survival and a re- 
minder of man’s essential relation- 
ship with the land. 

We have the word from the Old 
English neighbour, derived from 
the Anglo-Saxon neah “nigh,” and 
gebur, meaning “dweller,” or its 
synonym “farmer” — the near 
farmer! So also the Danish nabuur 
and the German nachbar. 

In this connection, there is an 
interesting word, 
bond, which also meant farmer. 
And this had nothing to do with 
bondsman, a synonym for serf, 
but stood for householder, free- 
holder, in the sense of “farmer” 
as we know it. 

The key to this puzzle is the 
fact that the obsolete word be- 
came confused with the bond 
which gives us “bondsman,” from 
the same root as band, “a bind- 
ing,” which, through the Old Eng- 
lish, goes back ultimately to the 
Sanskrit bandh, “to bind.” The 
archaic bond, which meant defi- 
nitely a farmer, was derived from 
the Anglo-Saxon bonda bunda, a 
husband or householder, which 
went back to the Icelandic for a 
“husbandman,” from bua, “to 

well.” And there was no bondage
